FARMINGTON, Mo., Nov. 14.— 
Ten years in the penitentiary 
the penalty Ada Biggs must serve 
for the killing of her stepfather, 
Billi Simpson. The verdict was re- 
turned by a jury in court here to- 
day, after brief deliberation. 

The jury, which was out 40 min- 
utes, found her guilty of murder 
in the second degree. Simpson 
was slain by Ada, who is 20”years 
old, last July 14. 

Four“hundrea persons filled the 
big court room today. Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Abernathy opened the 
atguments, declaring that he was 
only doing his duty and trying to 
be fair to the girl. He used 
homely phrases. 

“If Ida Lee Biggs killed Bill 
Simpson,” he said, “she deserves 
to be punished.” 

In one dramatic phrase, Aber- 
nathy said, ‘‘out of the blackness 
of the night there came the thun- 
der of a gun and Bill Simpson was 
hurled into eternity.”

When Bernard Ray, janitor 
at the Jennings North Side Bank. 
ound himself alone in the cashier’s 
cage with $3475 last Aug. 29, and 
was overcome by temptation, he 
did not reckon with Mrs. Nora 
Galbraith, widowed mother of 
four, who lives at 5622 Jennings 
road. 

Mrs. Galbraith is the mother of 
Philip J. Galbraith, 21-year-old as- 
Sistant cashier at the bank, and 
when Ray picked up the few 
neat stacks of currency and disap- 
peared, Mrs. Galbraith made the 


loss good, because her son had left 
the money in his cage at the bank 
when he ieft for the night. 

Mrs. Galbraith is employed at the 
main Postoffice, Eighteenth street 
and Clark avenue, as a clerk in the 
directory department. When she 
and her son had scrimped the sum 
stolen, she determined she would 
find the missing janitor. 

Arrested in Detroit. 

Yesterday, less than three 
months from’ the night that 
Ray abandoned his flourishing 
window cleaning business, his 
house-full of furniture, and with 
his wife, and set out, a fugitive from 
justice, the former janitor was ar- 
rested in Detroit and confessed the 
theft. 

There were only three bald state- 
ments in the telegram received by 
Sheriff Wilmas of St. Louis County 
from Chief of Detectives Fox cf 


Detroit. Ray was arrested. He 
had confessed. He was willing to 
waive extradition.

He had left the 
money in his basket, exposed it to 
theft. He was really responsible. 

“That's one way of looking at 
it,” Mrs. Galbraith said. “We'll 
make the money good, all right, 
and then we'll try to find Ray.” 

Ray, who is 35 years old, cn- 
engaged in a fairly profitable busi- 
ness, and had no previous record of 
crime. 

F. H. Koch, president of the 
North Side Bank, was not at his 
office today, and could not be 
reached.

INVENTOR DIES VICTIM 
OF HIS LUMINOUS PAINT = 


Death of Dr. Sabin von Soch- 
ocky. Attributed to Radio. 
active Poison. 


By the Associated Presse. 

EAST ORANGE, N. J., Nov. 14. 
—Dr. Sabin von Sochocky died to- 
day, a victim of the luminous paint 
which he had invented for the 
painting of watch dials in the 
plant of the United States Radium 
Co., formerly in Orange. 

Deaths of a half-dozen women, 
who were employed in the plant to 
paint watch dials, have been at- 
tributed to the assimilation of 
radioactive’ substances, 

Aplastic anemia was given as the 
cause of the inventor’s death. He 
had been ill for several months and 
11 blood transfusions had been re- 
sorted to in an effort to save his 
life. 

Last May the United States 
Radium Corporation allowed five 
women, alleged to be suffering 
from the same poisoning. the sum 
of $10,000 each, annuities of $600' 
each and the cost of legal expenses 
and medical treatment. The allow- 
ances were made in settlement: of — 
suits for $1,260,000. 

Stricken last August. Dr. von 
Sochocky denied from his bed in 
Orange Memorial Hospital that he 
was suffering from any form of ra- 
dium poisoning. Dr. Harrison 
Martland, then county physician of 
Essex County, announced that the 
scientist was suffering from ane- 
mia, which “approached the aplas- 
tic stage.” 
Dr. Martland said today that de- 

posits of radio-active matter in the 
bones of the victim had stilled the 
action of the blood supply agencies 
of the body and caused death. 
Dr. von Sochocky was technical 
director of the United States Radi- 
um Corporation. He had been as- 
sociated for many years with insti- — 
tutions using radium in the treat- 

men of disease. He was 45 years 

old and a native of Austria. He 
came to the United States 12 years 

ago and invented his formula for 

luminous paint in 1920. 

Dr. Martland said Von Sochocky 

was the second research worker to 

succumb, to the disease, Dr. Edwin 

Lehman, an associate in the corpo-- 
rafion’s laboratories, having died in 

1925. Dr. von Sochocky had been 

suffering from the poison for more 

than three years, but was not 
aware of it, Dr. Martland said, un-. 
til tests were made about a year 
ago. . |

“When she learned about the 
loan it was a great source of wor- 
ry to her,” Noonan said. “She had 
not introduced her husband. to 
Miss Deeken and was in no way 
responsible for the making of the 
loan.” 

Says Wife Arranged Loan, 

Previously, Edward W. Foristedl, 
attorney for Miss Deeken, who is 
ill.at her home, 4587 Carter ave- 
nue, had stated she was introduced 
to Matlock by Mrs. Matlock, who 
said her husband.was “hard up” 
and needed money to start an au- 
tomobile agency. Foristel sald his 
client made the loan solely as a 
favor to Mrs. Matlock. Matlock 
established the Consolidated Mo 
tors, Inc., a $20,000 corporation, 
which failed recently. 

‘I have been unable to discover 
,any assets, will or insurance,” 
_Noonan said “I have found con-
